Saturday  TTov.  25th,  A.  D.  1849. 
Then,  aocompanied  by  my  Brother  Isaac,  I  went 
on  board  the  Bark  Belgrade,  lying  in  llillhridge 
harbor,  bound  for  California,  -  H.  IT.  Pltumer,  master. 
The  Barque  and  cargo  are  owned  by  a  Conipany,  consist- 
ing of  the  following  members,  to  wit,  Samuel  Burbank, 
E.  F.  Jacobs,  Robt.  Hutchinson,  David  W.  Goffine,  J.  D. 
Puis  if er,  Stilman  L.  Magee,  Amasa  P.  Willey,  Ilichael 
L.  Patten,  Rufua  tingaley,  Lewis  Burnham,  David  A. 
Gates,  Horatio  IT.  Plumrfier,  Rufua  lladdan,  John  Monohon, 
Wm.  Randall,  Jos.  IT.  Page,  Jared  G.  Hash,   John  G. 
Hash,  ITath.  IT.  V/ass.  Albert  Shepherd,  David  P.  Lake, 
Wm.  D.  Peck,  John  Ingalla,  Thomas  Llilliken,     Jos.  M.

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The  company  is  styled  the  Sacramento  Navigation  & 
Mining  Go.    Besides  the  ahove  named  members  their  are 
ten  otheis  on  board  to  work  the  ship,  viz.  Benj.  Peach, 
Ist  Hate,  Tloses  Plummer  and  Melville  Joy,  (cooks) 
Jeremiah  Floyd,  Jack  7/ilson,  David  Look,  Herbert  Golson, 
Joshua  rrorton,  John  Norton,  Benj.  Crapper,  seamen. 

It  being  after  sundown  when  my  Bro.  and  I  came 
on  board,  he  remained  with  for  the  night. 

Simday  25th 

Did  not  sail  today  for  the  reason  that  the  wind 
was  not  fair  and  all  not  yet  being  on  board,    Ey  Bro. 
stopped  till  the  afternoon,  when  he  left  -  without  my 
knowledge  at  which  I  did  not  feel  much  aggrieved  for 
the  reason  that  I  was  not  feeling  in  a  mood  to  go 
through  with  much  parting  ceremony. 

Caleb  Burbank  Esq.,  came  on  board  in  the  course  of 
the  day,  and  in  a  speach  of  some  length,  lectured  us 
in  a  very  able  and  appropriate  manner  upon  the 
principles  by  which  we  should  be  governed  in  the  pro- 
secution of  our  enterprize. 

IvTonday  26th 

All  hands  being  on  board  this  m.orning,  we  are 
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ready  to  sail,  but  are  prevented  by  an  unfavourable 
wind.    But  we  had  enough  to  do  through  the  day  in 
arranging  our  baggage,  which  waa  in  an  unsuitable 
condition  to  go  to  sea.     Rev.  Ilr.  Ilugent  came  on  board 
in  tlie  foren-noon,  and  dined  with  ua  after  v/hich  he 
purformer'  divine  service, 

Tuesday  g7th 

On  riaing  this  morning  we  are  greeted  with  a  fair 
wind  and  tide.    At  six  o'clock  A.M.  took  on  board 
Captain  Lewis  Foster,  to  pilot  us  out  of  the  harbor, - 
weighed  anchor  and  spread  our  canvass  to  the  breeze, 
destined  for  the  ::olden  land.    Having  got  fairly  out 
of  the  harbor,  discharged  our  pilot.    Before  a  strong 
breeze  our  Barque  bounded  away  over  the  high  tumbling 
billov/3  at  the  rate  of  eight  knots  an  hour.  The 
grandeur  of  the  scene  nov/  began  to  excite  in  some  of 
our  stomachs  peculiar  emotlona . 

Among  other  things .  a  s imimt hy  for  the  hungary 
tribes  of  the  ocean ,  pronapted  3isi_  t£  do_  v/hat  we  were 
most  enc  lined  to  do ,  v;hich  was  to  feed  them  from  our 
intensely  nauceated  stomachs .    To  come  right  to  the 
point  we_  were  most  essentially  sea  sick.  But  enough  of 
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this. 

We  have  now  been  out  abotit  two  honra,  and  a  leak 
is  diacovered  in  our  vessel's  bow.     It  being  so  rour-h 
search  conld  not  be  ir.ade  for  it  much  more  to  stop  it 
when  found.     It  is  now  decided  to  tack  ship  and  run 
into  Pleasant  River  harbor. 

About  11  o'clock  we  v;ere  at  anchor  in  said  harbor. 
On  making  search  a  number  of  spike-holea  were  found, 
V7hich  had  not  been  stoped  on  taking  off  pieces  spiked 
on  for  stages.    These  being  made  secure  in  about  two 
hours,  we  v/eighed  anchor  and  spread  our  canvass  again 
to  the  breeze. 

Through  the  after-noon,  the  vrind  blows  strong,  the 
3eas  run  high  and  sea-sickness  rages.    ITight  casts 
Dver  us  her  mantle  of  gloomj  and  I  will  sing  with 
3yron 

Adieu,  adieul  my  native  shore 

Fades  o'er  the  waters  blue; 

The  night  v/inds  sigh,  the  v/aters  roar 

And  shrieks  the  v/ild  sea  mew. 

Yon  sun  that  sat  upon  the  sea 

We  followed  in  his  flight 

Farewell  to  him  and  thee 

My  native  land  good  night 

and  that  first  night  to  many  of  ua  -  was  anything  but 
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pleasant  and  agreeable  -  cheats,  trnnka,  chairs,  etc, 
were  sluicing  from  side  to  side  of  the  cabin  like  a 
slug.    The  gingling  of  breaking  crockery  mingled  with 
the  swash  of  water  in  the  cabin  so  as  to  drive  out 
some  of  the  occupants  of  the  under  births  -  all  com- 
bined, tended  to  produce  emotions  in  the  stomachs  of 
the  more  exciteable  and  enthusiastic  portion  of  our 
Co,  which  could  be  given  vent  to  only      biit    by  long 
loud  and  spontaneous  roars  of  vomiting, 

Wednesday  28th 
The  wind  still  continued  strong  and  the  sea  rolls 
high  -  I  go  on  deck  to  look  for  land  but  I  see  it  not. 
The  high  lands  of  Mt.    Desert  are  sunk  below  the  dis- 
tant horizon  -    "Who  that  has  ever  ventured  forth  upon 
the  great  deep,  but  v;ill  recollect,  if  he  can  not 
describe  the  r/hirl.of  contending  emotions,  with  v/hich 
for  the  first  time,  he  has  seen  the  bliie  vault  of 
either  resting  in  an  interrupted  union  upon  that  glo- 
rious mirror  v:here  the  Almighty's  form  glassed  itself 
in  tempests", 

Thursday  29th 
It  is  presumed  by  the  temperature  of  the  water  that 
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we  nor/  are  in  the  Gulf  Stream.     It  is  supposed  that  we 
are  now  ahout  400  miles  from  the  place  of  our  depar- 
ture . 

Friday  30th 

To  day  moat  of  the  paasenf^ers  chests  v/ere  removed 
from  the  cabin  to  the  hold,  which  adds  much  to  our 
convenience.    Moat  all  are  getting  better  of  seasick- 
ness -  however,  water  gruel  is  yet  in  good  demand. 
Saw  a  sail  to  the  eastward,  supposed  by  her  course  to 
be  bound  for  7!urope. 

December  Ist 
Wind  fair  -  all  well  with  some  few  exceptions  - 
I  forgot  to  say  under  the  caption  of  the  29th  ult. 
that  I  had  got  over  my  seasickness  which  I  had  so  as 
to  atend  to  the  duty  assigned  me  and  which  v/as  to  act 
in  the  capacity  of  cabin  waiter. 

This  is  a  duty  v/e  all  have  to  purforra  by  turns, 
three  at  a  time  for  week. 

Wednesday  5th 
For  the  last  three  days  have  been  getting  along 
about  as  usual,  -  nothing  having  occured  v;orthy  of  note. 
This  morning  a  sail  hove  in  sight  on  our  starboard 
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quarter,  which  proved  to  be  a  brig,  and  from  her 
course  supposed  to  he  hound  for  Europe. 

Thursday  6th  Dec, 
This  morning  from  aloft,  a  sail  was  seen  from, 
our  lea  quarter,  v/hich  proved  to  he  a  fore  and  aft 
ach^ooner.    She  appeared  to  he  running  in  the  same 
direction  with  us.    ?/e  kept  nearing  each  other  through 
ther-day.    We  presumed,  hy  her  manoevering  that  she 
wanted  to  speak:  v/ith  us.     v7o  being  similarly 
enclined  favoured  the  idea,    A  little  after  sunset 
and  alm^ost  within  speaking  distance,  she  shot  by 
our  bov/  and  stood  to  the  Eastward, 

Lat.   33* N.  Friday  7th  Dec. 

Saw  another  sail  today,  also  sor.e  flying  fish. 
These  flying  fish  we  see  frequently.      They  scale 
along  from,  one  to  six  above  the  vmter,  some  eight 
or  ten  rods  before  lighting,  frequently  dipping  in 
the  tops  of  the  waves  to  wet  their  wings.     It  is 
said  that  a  dol7)hin  keeps  along  immediately  under 
them  to  take  them  as  soon  as  they  drop  in  the 
water.    They  frequently  fly  in  flocks  of  some  eight 
or  ten  together  -  sometimes  fly  on  board  the  vessel 


in  the  night  -  some  four  or  five  have  visited  ua 
in  thi8  way  -  whicl:  we  have  found  in  the  morning  - 
they  are  a  very  prety  fiah  weighing  from  -|-  to  1 
pound • 

Saturday  8th  Dec. 
During  the  day  have  seen  three  aaile ,  one  of 
which  proved  to  be  a  Brig  -  the  other  two  were  too 
distant  to  designate  their  claaa, 

Lat.  30°4»F  Sunday  9th 

Long.  52" F. 

Saw  three  sails  in  the  course  of  the  day  in 
different  directions,  hut  too  distant  to  designate 
their  clasa.    We  have  now  been  out  eleven  days,  and 
are  about  two  thousand  miles  from  our  place  of 
departure.    This  is  the  second  Sabbath  out,  the 
day  was  spent  in  singing  snd  reading  the  bible  and 
other  good  bo  oka. 

l.Ionday  10th 
Have  not  made  much  head -way  to-day.  Those 
sails  seen  yesterday  we  have  left  behind  sunk:  in 
the  blue  distance. 
Lat.  23 "13'  IT.  Sunday  16th  Dec. 

This  is  the  third  Sabbath  out.    The  President, 
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S.  Burbank,  read  a  chapter  from  the  bible,  and  a 
sermon,  had  singing'  by  the  choir, 
Lat .  8°  IT  Simday  25rd  Dec, 

nothing  having  transpired  since  l&at  Sunday 
worthy  of  note  I  pass  on  till  now.     It  v/ill  be  pur- 
ceived  that  we  have  made  fifteen  degrees  of  latitude 
in  the  time,     riad  religious  sirvices  purformed  to-day 
as  usual, 

Lat.  6'^-  38^17            Monday  24th, 
Thur3.82°  

Built  a  bathing-house  to-day.  Some  have  practised 
morning  ablutions,  frequently  up  to  this  time,  by  hav- 
ing the  v/ater  throvm  on  them  with  a  bucket, 

Tuesday  25th. 

Lat.  5*17. 

This  is  called  Chrismas  in  the  States,  and  we  have 
made  some  little  preparation  to  observe  it  as  such 
here  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean  in  Latitude  D^north 
Longitude  ,  as  far  as  eating  is  concerned.  Had 

for  dinner,  turkey  and  chicken  baked,  and  chicken  pie 
and  plumb  puding.    For  supper  plumb  cake  and  cheese 
after  which  7-e  had  a  merry  time  on  our  quarter  deck 
by  dancing  to  a  turte  of  the  viol.    We  called  it  a 
Christmas  ball  -  some  would  call  it  a  sailor  break 
down, 
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■Veflnegday  26th  Dec, 
Had  a  meeting  of  the  Co.  to-day  for  the  traneac- 
tion  of  husineaa  -  have  been  hecal^ned  moat  of  ^  the 
day  -  some  rainy, 

Lat .  4*    20'  IT  Thnraday  27th. 

Had  a  meeting  of  the  Co.  again  to-day.  Calm 
atill  Gontinuea. 

Friday  28th. 

We  are  in  the  midat  of  calm  and  raina.     It  almoat 
aeems  a?  though  v/e  v/ere  to  atay  here.     Caught  a  fiah 
to-day  -  called  Bonito.    Spaniah  name  for  pretty,  - 
rightly  named.     It  ia  about  three  feet  long  and  hand- 
aome  aa  a  mackerel,  v/hich  it  much  reaemblea.  -  hia 
doom  v;aa  to  be  fried  and  ate  -  v/e  named  him,  3uen, 
good  • 

Lat.  4"-  4'  11  Saturday  29th  Dec. 

It  atill  continuea  rainy.    Caught  2  or  3  Hogaheada 
of  v/ater  to-day,  by  apreading  a  aail  over  head,  on  the 
quarter  deck  with  a  hole  cut  through  it,  to  let  the 
T/ater  run  into  a  pail.    Sail  in  aight  all  the  after- 
noon, 

Lat.  3°  IT                      Sunday  30th, 
Long,  26°  9'  W.   ^  

The  aail  referred  to  yeaterday,  haa  neared  ua 
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conaideraTDly.  since  last  night  -  and  by  her  manoeu- 
vering,  it  is  presumed  she  wants  to  speak  with  "US. 
She  is  about  one  and  a  half  miles  distant  and  the 
winds  favors  her  in  running  down  to  uSr 

About  ten  o'clock  A.l.I.  she  is  vjithin  speaking 
distance  of  us.    She  reported  herself  to  be  the  Sam 
&  Ben  from  saco,  He.  forty  six  days  out  and  bound  for 
California,    '.'/hen  California  was  uttered  we  made  old 
neptune  ring  with  three  times  three  hearty  cheers  - 
•wiiich  were  returner!  from  the  Sam      Ben.    She  sailed 
thirteen  days  before  us.     It  being  calm,  our  boat  at 
the  davies  was  let  down,  and  Mr.  Peach,  our  Ist  Kate, 
with  four  or  five  sailors,  went  on  board  of  the  Sam 
&  Ben  and  brought  the  Captain  and  two  others,  a  passen 
ger  and  sailor,  on  board  our  Bark.    Benjamine  I'.osher, 
is  the  name  of  the  Capt.    We  give  them  an  invitation 
to  atop  and  dine  with  us  which  was  declined.  Stoped 
about  an  hour,  when  our  boat  returned  with  them.  On 
our  T'ait's  leaving  the  Sam  and  Ben  the  captain 
presented  him  with  a  bottle  of  brandy  as  a  token  of 
friendship.    We  have  now  been  out  thirty  three  days 
and  this  is  the  first  vessel  v;e  have  spoken.     It  was 
but  a  short  distance  off  at  dark. 
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Lon.  26  8  Monday  51st  Dec. 

West 

Ten  o'clock  A.M.  apoke  the  Brig  Draco  from 

Salem,  Mass.  -  30  aayg  ont,  bonnd  to  Rio  Grand  in 

South  America. 

Caught  a  shark  -  After  having  kept  him  on  deck 

aorae  ten  minutes,  a  rope  was  made  fast  to  him,  then 

he  va.a  throvm  overboard,  then  some  pilot  fish  paid 

around  him,  with  a  care  and  anxiety,  which  seamed 

to  he  almost  human.    These  pilot  fish  are  said  to 

accompany  the  shark  always,  they  are  a  beautiful 

fish  about  as  large  as  a  midling  sized  mackerel. 

Thursday  IQth  Jan. 

Latitude  13°-  36'  south.  Longtude  33" 35'  W. 

Wednesday  16th. 

Latitude  15'  south. 

Thursday  17th. 

Latitude  17^  17'  south  Longtude  35°-  35  west. 

Friday  18th. 

Longitude  37"  west.  Latitude  19°-  19'  south 
Passe'  under  the  sun  to-day. 

Saturday  19th  Jany. . 
Expecting  to  see  land  soon. 
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Sunday  20th. 
We  are  on  a  sharp  lookout  for  land,  excepting 
to  make  it  in  course  of  the  day,  but  knight  spreads 
over  lis  her  mantle  of  darkness  and  no  land  is  to  be 
seen.    Cape  Frio  lig'ht  is  now  looked  for  but  being 
to  far  from  land  we  ran  by  the  Gape  vathout  seeing 
the  light. 

Monday  gist 
This  morning  at  early  dawn  we  are  arronsed 
from  our  quiet  slumbers  by  the  vrellcome  sound  of 
land. 

V/e  could  see  in  the  blue  distance  the  cloud 
ceped  peak  of  the  mountains  about  the  harbor  of  Rio 
Janeiro  one  of  which  is  the  far  famed  Sugar  Loaf. 
In  one  position  we  occupied  with  reference  to  these 
mountains  in  approaching  them,  they  presented  in 
outline,  the  appearance  of  an  enormous  sized  man 
lying  upon  his  back  -  so  much  so  that  one  would 
rairly  fail  to  be  struck  with  that  impression.  "The 
"sail  up  the  Bay  of  Rio  ia  beautiful,    The  surounding 
"picturesque  peaks  of  the  mountains  varying  their 
'Tottline  with  every  change  of  position,  give  it  great 
"variety  -  and  the  objects  are  so  interesting  that 
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"one  i8  never  tirec^.    The  many  Islands  that  beatud 
"this  hay  add  greatly  to  its  beauty,  and  excite 
"interest  covered  as  they  are  with  tribes  of  tropi- 
"cal  plants,  all  new  to  the  eye." 

Says  J.  A.  Raynolds  in  the  voiage  of  the 
Potomac  -  "Had  hnman  agency  been  exorcised,  in 
"planing  and  constructing,  for  human  use,  the  harbor 
"of  Rio  Janeiro,  it  would  be  impossible  to  conceive 
"a  more  felicitous  result.     It  is  a  beautiful  and 
"capacious  basin  embosomed  among  elevated  mountains 
"w^iose  conical  summits  are  reflected  from  the 
"translucent  surface  of  its  quiet  v/aters.    The  en- 
'teance  is  so  narrow,  and  its  granite  barriers  so 
"bold,  that  it  was  doubtless  often  passed  by  early 
"navigators  before  it  v/as  suspected  that  such  a 
"retired  and  hidden  inlet  existed.    To  the  aborizined 
"of  the  country  it  was  Icnown  by  a  name  corresponding 
"to  its  character  -  for  they  called  it  hidden  water, 
"which  in  their  language  is  expressed  by  the  term 
"ITeithero-by  ***    "Among  the  objects  that  must  arrest 
"the  attention  on  entering  this  majestic  harbor  is 
"the  noble  sheet  of  water,  filling  an  oval  basin  of

'^thirty  miles  in  length  and  nearly  fifteen  in 

""breadth,  aufficiently  capacious  to  contain  all  the 

''fleets  in  the  world. 

17e  stoped  in  Rio  six  days  from  the  time  we 

anchored  in  the  harhor  -  d-urinjj  which  time  some  of 
113  visited  the  city  each  day.     We  laid  off  from  the 
city  about  a  mile. 

The  heat  being-  so  excessive  v;e  did  not  cruise 
about  to  view  the  city  so  rraich  as  we  otherwise 
should . 

Many  of  us,  however,  visited  the  Botanic  Qardena 
situated  about  seven  miles  back:. 

Monday  Jany  28  -  1850 
This  morning  weighed  anchor  and  spread  our 
canvass  for  the  purpose  of  proceeding  on  our  vojmge 
round  the  Horn,-  but  at  the  mouth  of  the  Tiarbor  the 
wind  died  away  and  v.-e  were  obliged  to  do^-vn  anchor 
again.    There  v/e  remained  till  the  next  morning. 

In  the  course  of  the  after-noon  an  American 
Sloop  of  War  came  in  and  anchored  near  by  us,  and 
toward  evening  she  fired  a  salute  to  the  Brazillian  - 
at  which  we,  on  board  the  Bark,  took  fire  and  let  go 
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three  hearty  hnrraha  -  it,  2,  sloop  anawered  na  with 
three  gnna. 

Tnegday  29th 
Thia  morning'  the  wind  heing-  fair  v/e  again 
weighen  anchor  and  proceeded  on  our  way  to 
California  in  company  with  two  other  veaaela  the 
Wm.  Alden  and  San  Jacinto  hoth  of  Belfaat,  He.  and 
bound  to  the  land  of  gold  -  the  forn.er  had  forty  one 
paaaengera  -  the  latter  was  deeply  loade(^  with  lum — 
her.    YIe  kept  along  within  talking  diatance  of  them 
about  an  hour.    But  the:)^  being  faster  sailors  than 
our  Bark  in  a  lite  breeze  began  to  leave  ua  and  at 
night  they  were  about  or  quite  out  of  sight  -  not 
probably  to  be  seen  again  till  we  arrive  in  Califor- 
nia. 

Wednesday  50th  Jany. 
5?his  morning  we  can  aee  no  land,  Wm.  Alden  or 
San  Jacinto  -  had  a  fair  breeze  in  the  fore  part  of 
the  day  which  left  ua  by  degrees  and  at  night  we 
were  becalmed. 

Thnrsday  glat. 
Thia  morning  atill  find  ouraelvea  becalmed  - 
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Latitude  25"-  25^  south  Longitude  40°T/e3t. 

Friday  Feb.  lat.  1850. 
Longitude  45°-  35'  weat  Latitude  26°-  4'  3. 
Had  about  a  5  knot  breeze  through  the  day. 

Saturday  E^eb.  2nd,  1850. 
Glided  sweetly  along  through  the  dajr  at  about 
the  seme  rate  as  yesterday  -  nothing  having  occured 
worthy  of  note. 

Sunday  Feb.  3rd. 

Lively  breeze  -  geting  along  finely  Latitude 
30° -10'  south. 

In  reading  the  life  of  Gen.  Jackson  to-day  I 
fell  in  with  the  following  remark  made  by  him  on  an 
occasion  -  "It  is  lamentable  that  the  path  to  peace 
should  lead  through  blood  and  over  the  bodes  of  the 
slain,  but  it  is  a  dispensation  of  Providence  to 
inflict  partial  evils  that  good  may  be  produced." 

Monday  Feb.  4th. 

Good  breeze  Longitude  48** -6'  west  Latitude  32°- 
26'  south.     In  the  afternoon  spoke  the  Fama  of 
Breemen  -  Germany  -  52  days  out  bound  for  Buenos 
Ayres,    From  the  appearance  on  her  deck  we  judge 
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she  ha#  250  paaaengers  men,  v;omen  ancl  children, 

Friday  Feb.  5  -  1850. 
Thia  mornin^T  at  six  o'clock  spoke  a  Bark  from 
Baltimore  aixty-daya  out  bound  for  California, 
Latitude  34'' -40 'south, 

Wednesday  Feb,  6th 
Wind  lig-ht  in  the  ri.orning  -  noon  Latitude  36°  - 
4'  south  -  4  o'clock  P. 11,  Longitude  49  36*  v/eat. 

Thursday  7th. 
Latitude  37°-  35'  south  -  Longitude  50° 52' 

Weat. 

Friday  Feb,  8th 
About  9  o'clock  A.M.  a  good  breeze  aprang  up 
which  glided  us  along  very  dezireably.  Finished 
reading-  the  life  of  President  Jackson  to-day  v/hich 
impreaae"  me  still  more  of  the  Jenuine  goodness  and 
greatness  of  the  man.    Had  my         fortune  told  to-day 
by  a  method  said  to  be  invented  by  ITepolean  Bonepart, 
I  chose  for  solution  the  question  "V/hat  will  be  the 
character  of  my  future  wife .    And  had  for  answer 
"She  will  be  virtuous  and  beautiful" . 

Saturday  ]"eb,  9th,  1850. 
So  warm  to-day  that  we  had  an  awning  spread 
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to  Ireep  off  the  3Tm  Latitude  40° -46'  south, 
lon^^itude  52°  -  20'  west. 

Stmaay  Feb.  10th, 
So  cold  e.nd  squally  that  we  are  obli^red  to 
put  on  our  flannels  to  be  comfortable.     The  wind 
blows  strong  and  ge«s  run  high.    ?he  roughest  time 
that  v/e  have  experienced  on  the  voyage.    IVe  caught 
a  Albatros  with  a  hook  baited  with  meat  which  was 
let  to  trail  some  distance  astern. 

The  wings  of  one  when  extended  measured  ten 
feet  from  peak  to  peak.     Their  body  is  as  large  as 
our  lars-est  sized  tame  geece.    After  we  had 
exaraine^'  them  sufficiently  they  were  thro^vn  over 
board  and  went  of  unharmed. 

Iionday  Feb.  11th.  1050. 
Latitude  44° -30'  south,  E.  F.  Jacobs  and 
Jabez  Fvans  are  quite  unwell  have  been  failing  some 
two  or  three  days. 

Tuesday  Feb.  12th. 
Latitude  46° 21'  south.  Jacobs  and  Evans  are 
not  30  well  to-day  as  yesterday. 

"Popular  feeling  ebbs  and  flows  with 
prodigious  force,  and  the  change  from  one  state  to 
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the  other,  depends,  aonietimes  on  very  accidental 
canaea".    Andrew  Jac'rison, 

Wednesday  Feb.  15th. 
Latitude  45°26»  south  -  Longitude  SS^west. 
Weather  very  changeable.    For  the  last  three  days 
the  sun  has  not  been  out  but  a  small  part  of  the 
time . 

Thursday  Feb.  14th. 
Longitude  56° -30'  West. 

Friday  Feb.  15th. 
Thermometer  56°-  Latitude  47" 31  south. 

Saturday. Feb .  16. 
Longitude  60^ West  Latitude  48° 33'  south.

Sirnday  Feb.  24th, 
About  4  o^clock  this  morning  made  Diego 
Ram-a-riez  Island. 

Tuesday  Feb.  26th. 

Latitude  59°South.    This  is  the  extent  of 
our  lir.ita  south  -  in  course  of  the  day  taked  ship 
and  stood  north, 

Wednesday  Feb.  27. 

Evans  appears  better  -  Jacobs  is  v/orse 
some  doubts  are  entertained  of  his  recovery  -  tov/ard 
night  the  wind  came  on  to  blow  so  strong  that  Yie 

were  obliged  to  lie-to  continue'!  so  thror.gh  the 
night. 

Thursday  ?eb.  20th.  . 

10  o'clock  A.II.  took  wind  from  S.S.E.  tacked 
ship  and  atood  W,  by  !T, 

Friday  llarch  1st, 
Latitude  57*-  07' south  Longitude  73*33* 
west.    Had  a  snow  souall  in  the  fore  noon.    So  much 
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fell  that  it  could  be  made  into  balls  on  deck:» 

The  death  of  E.  F.  Jacobs  is  daily  expected. 

Saturday  I.larch  2.  1850. 
K.  ?,  Jacobs  die^'  this  morning  at  7  o'clock. 
On  the  same  day  at  2i  o'clock  his  mortal  remains 
were  simk  beneath  the  billows  of  the  South  Pacific 
Ocean,  in  Latitude  55"-57'  South,  Longitude  73^-40' 
7/est. 

The  corpse  vras  borne  to  the  gang-way,  and 
all  were  collected  in  groups  to  witness,  and  to 
hear  the  funeral  ceremony.    The  ceremony  consisted 
in  reading  a  chapter  from  the  bible  which  was  done 

by  the  President  -  singing  by  the  choir  and  prayer 

by  Elisha  Ilash. 

"There  is  sometMng  connected  with  a 
funeral  at  sea,  that  calls  forth  all  the  finer  ' 
sensibilities  of  our  nature.    7/hen  on  shore  we 
consign  the  last  remaines  of  some  loved  one  to  their 
narrow  earth-made  couch,  and  turn  from  the  grave 
to  which  we  are  all  tenUng,  we  do  not  feel  the 
separation  so  severely.    We  can  return  to  the  spot 
and  the  verv  scene  arround  will  awaken  the 

slumbering-  memory,  and  the  many  virtues  of  the 
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deceaaed  will  pass  in  sncceasion  before  us;  and 
it  is  then  if  the  departed  had  any  forties,  we  can 
80  easily  forgive  thera". 

"ITot  so  v/ith  the  sea  buried  marriner.  Be- 
neath the  ever  restless  waves,  cradled  in  some 
oozy  corner  of  the  deep,  he  finds  his  Ion-  resting 
place.    Though  his  memory  may  be  cherished  most 
fondly  by  relatives  and  friends,  yet  his  grave 
is  far  distant  and  unknown. 

The  3].ot  cannot  be  designated,  much  less 
can  we  watch  the  early  progress  of  the  spring 
flowers,  30  emblematic  of  another  spring  of  life, 
or  watch  their  decay  beneath  the  chilly  frosts  of 
autumn,  reminding  us  that  we  too  are  mortal.  The 
very  nature  of  the  burial  place  is  calculated  to 
impress  every  one  with  the  deepest  feelings  of  awe. 
The  ship  tossing  on  amid  high  and  faithless  billows, 
agitated  by  winds  still  more  fickle.    But  who.t 
matters  it  whether  his  requiem  be  chanted  amid 
the  thick  foliage  of  the  cypress,  or  by  the  harsh 
sounding  gale,  since  the  promise  has  gone  forth, 
"I  am  the  resurection  and  the  life".    The  seas 
shall  give  up  their  dead",     j.m.  Raynolds  in 
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Voiage  of  Potomac.    Spoke  the  Bark  Dianna  from 
bound  to  Bremen  Jermany  -  a  Jerman  craft. 

Sunday  !..arch  5  -  1850. 
Latitude  5^" -09^  South  Longitude  75  -30' 
West.    Vessel  in  sight  astern, 

The  vessel  above  refured  to  came  up  with  ua 
ahont  sunset,  which  proved  to  he  the  Triumph  from 
Boston  with  about  sixty  passengers  bound  for 
California.    The  Triumph  was  in  Rio  the  same  time 
we  were,  and  left  there  three  days  before  us.  She 
could  out  sail  us  but  it  seems  we  got  al  mg  faster 
in  the  long  run  than  she.    V/e  spoke  her.    She  inform- 
ed us  she  had  three  men  sick. 

I.Ionday  Ilarch  4th. 
Strong  wind  and  stormy  through  the  day. 

Thursday  March  5th. 
Light  wind  and  miled. 

V/ednesday 'I.Iarch  6th. 
Wind  strong  and  fair  -  laid  our  course. 

Thursday  Ilarch  7th. 
Wind  unfaborable  got) Id  not  lay  our  course. 

Friday  March  8th. 
Latitude  50° -30'  south  -  strong  wind  on 
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conrae.  It  is  decided  by  all  hands  that  v/e  had  the 
roTighess  tin-.e  last  night  that  we  have  experianced  - 
had  to  lay-to  all  night, 

Saturday  liar.  9th. 
Wind  light  but  fair  to  lay  our  course. 

Sunday  liar.  10th. 
Latitude  47°-36'  South. 

Tuesday  I  larch  12  th. 
Latitude  44° -50  south, 

Wednesday  Ilarch  15th. 
Latitude  44° -3*  south. 

Thursday  I  larch  14th. 
Latitude  4l''  -33'  south. 

Friday  Ilarch  .15th. 

Saturday  Ilarch  16th. 
Latitude  40°  -8  south. 

V/ednesda:/  I'arch  20, 
In  the  afternoon  rr.ade  the  Island  of  Juan 
Femandex,   judged  to  he  about  fifty  ir.iles  distant. 

We  approache  ■'  as  near  to  it  as  v/as  prudent 
that  night  and  laid  by  till  morning. 
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Thnraday  I  larch  2l3t. 
In  the  forenoon  we  came  up  with  the  Island 
and  sailed  along'  hy  the  northern  side  on  the  look 
out  for  the  harbor.     For  we  had  previously  pro- 
posed to  put  in  here  for  wood  and  water. 

About  noon  v/e  fell  in  with  and  spoke  a 
Whale  Ship,  the  Tiger  from  ITew-Bedford  twenty  one 
months  out.    Ker  captain  and  some  of  her  men  came 
on  board  of  iis ,  who  informed  us  that  we  had  ran  by 
the  Harbor  some  two  miles  or  more.    After  stoping 
a  short  time  with  us,  they  left  to  go  on  shore, 
and  took  with  them  Captain  Plummer  and  I,!aj,  Parrar 
to  show  them  the  harbor. 

In  course  of  the  afternoon,  and  while  they 
v/ere  absent,  v;e  fell  in  with  and  our  !*ate  Hr. 
Peach  spoke  the  7/hale  Ship  Emerald  from.  New- 
York  29  months  out.    Some  of  her  men  came  on  board 
of  us. 

Soon  after  we  spoke  the  ship  Nestor  of 
Salem  from  Boston,  bound  for  California  v/ith  75 
passengers . 

About  sun  do?m  Capt.  Plummer  and  HaJ. 
Farrar  returned  from  the  Island  loaded  with  fruit  - 
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Quincea  and  Peachea,  which  they  found  prrowin^  in 
abundance  -  which  we  afterwarda  found  to  be  true 
to  the  letter,  and  reveled  in  to  our  hearts  and 
atoDiacha  'content. 

Being  now  at  the  lee-v/ard  of  the  harbor 
we  had  to  ma'^e  the  beat  of  our  way  back  and  obtain 
vantag-e  ground  enough  to  run  into  the  harbor.  We 
rjar.  kept  laying  off  and  on  through  the  night.  In  the 
morning  at  early  dawn  we  had  approached  within 
acme  two  or  three  milea  of  the  abort  from  which 
the  wind  came  in  auch  atrong  flaws,  that  all  hands 
were  forced  to  stand  by  the  sails  for  fear  that  the 
wind  might  carry  them  away.    These  flaws  proceeded 
from  the  land  ••hich  is  very  high  in  the  middle  of 
the  iPland  -  they  came  with  auch  force  as  to 
bring  dust  and  gravel  from  the  shore  and  to  make 
the  water  fly  like  rain.    We  were  till  ten  o'clock 
getting  in  near  enough  to  anchor. 

Immediately  on  coming  to  anchor  7/e  maned 
our  boats  for  wood  and  v,'ater.     I  did  not  go  on 
shore  the  first  day  -  being  obliged  to  stay  on 
board  to  assist  the  Physician  in  taking  care  of  the 
sick  of  whom  there  were  some  five  or  six, 
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We  had  not  been  at  anchor  h-ut  a  short  time  when 
the  Crescent  from  Salem  with  80  passengers  boimcl 
for  California,  put  in  for  water  and  anchored  near 
by  us, 

Saturday  Ilarch  23  -  1850, 
Phis  morning  acconipanied  by  a  boat  ]iPio.,d  of 
our  Company  I  went  on  shore.     Then  for  the  first 
time  I  sat  foot  upon  the  far  famen  Island  which 
140  years  before  was  the  solitary  residence  of 
Alexander  Selkirk:  alias  -  Robinson  Cruiso. 

It  appears  in  an  appendic  to  the  article 
De  Foe,  the  author  of  jlobinson  Crusoe,  in  the  3d 
vol.  of  Scotts  works;  "that  Selkirk  was  relieved 
from  his  solitude  by  Woods  Rogers  February  17,09"  - 
"that  Selkirk  had  been  a  resident  there  4  years  and 
4  months"  -  "that  during  his  stay  he  killed  SOO 
goats  and  caught  as  many  more  and  marked  their 
ears  and  let  them  go"  -  "that  ?;hen  he  went  on 
board  Rogers'  shij  he  was  clothe in  goat  skin 
and  looked  wilder  than  the  original  ov/ners  of  them- 
an  that  he  had  so  far  forgotten  his  language  for 
want  of  use,  that  he  spoke  his  words  by  halves  - 

"that  he  saw  no  venomous  or  savage  creature  on  the 
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Island,  nor  any  sort  of  beasts  "but  ^oats  the  first 
of  which  had  been  put  on  shore  here  by  Juan 
Fernandez  a  Spaniard  some  years  before",  "This 
Juan  Fernandez  was  the  first  discover  of  the 
Island  and  from  him  derived  its  name. 

In  the  same  article  it  is  also  said  "that 
the  v/inter  only  lasts  through  June  and  July  and 
then  not  severe,  there  being  only  small  frosts  and 
some  hail  and  that  the  grass  and  trees  are  verdant 
all  the  year  round". 

The  reason  of  his  bein^  left  here  is  stated 
in  the  narrative  to  be  a  difference  between  him  and 
the  captain  together  v;ith  the  ship's  bein^:  leaky 
made  him  choose  at  first  to  be  left  here  but' after- 
wards r/hen  he  chose  to  keep  alon^:  the  captain  would 
not  receive  him.    But  to  return  to  matters  and  things 
as  they  nov;  exist,  and  presented  themselves  to  us, 
strangers,  on  this  interesting  Island, 

On  drifting  about  as  we  were  v;ont  to  do, 
the  first  thing  we  came  in  contact  v/ith  which  I 
will  notice  are  the  houses,  huts,  or  shelters  aa 
any  one  might  choose  to  call  them. 

These  huts  are  built  of  sm^all  poles  for  a 
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frame  about  12  feet  wide  and  15  feet  long,  and 
covered  or  thached  with  a  lanfr  coarse  grass,  the 
kind  natural  to  the  Island  and  miich  resembling 
our  bull  rush.     They  are  divided  into  one  apart- 
P'-ent  with  the  grotmd  for  a  floor.     Of  these  huts 
I  believe  there  were  four. 

We  next  visite-^  the  caves  which  are  dug  in 
the  side  of  a  hill  near  the  shore.    There  are  4  of 
them  one  of  which  I  measured  and  found  it  to  be 
75  feet  long,  15  feet  wide  and  we  judged  the  height 
to  be  about  the  same  as  the  width.    Some  of  them 
were  connected  by  a  pass  way  dug  through  the  side 
from  one  to  the  other,  a  space  of  about  10  or  12 
feet  -  this  space  or  pass  through  is  about  as' 
large  as  a  door.    The  earth  in  ttje  caves  is  of 
different  colors  some  of  a  light,  and  some  of  a 
dark  chocolate  color  and  in  other  parts  of  a  pale 
brick  colour,  and  about  like  chalf  in  hardness, 
and  in  all  parts  presenting  the  marks  of  picks 
with  which  they  were  probably  dug.     It  is  said  that 
they  were  dug  by  some  Chilian  convicts  of  whom 
there  were  about  1200  here  at  time  and  were 

liberate'-l  some  12  or  15  years  ago  by  the  Peruviana, 
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who,  when  there  v/ere  soir.e  distnr'banGea  existing 
bei7V7een  them  and  the  Chilians,  went  to  this  Island 
and  tooV:  it  h-urned  and  break  up  the  aettlement. 
The  Island  presents  the  appearance  of  having  heen 
once  considerably  fortified.    There  is  the  ground 
plot  of  an  old  fort  covering  about  q  acre  and  some 
7  or  8  old  cannon  scattered  about.     It  is  said  that 
before  it  was  destroyed  by  the  Peruvians,  it  was  a 
considerable  place  containing  some  public  buil  "lings- 
Governor  ^s  house  Arsenal  etc. 

We  had  not  rambled  long  before  our  attentions 
were  turned  from  thatched  huts,  ponderous  caves,  and 
dilapidated  fortifications,  things  that  could  only 
gratify  the  eye,  and  excite  curiosity  -  t£  peaches 
and  quinces ,  v;hich  were  peculiarly  gratifying, 
especially  the  former,  to  the  gommondiz ing  propensity 
of  our  earthly  man.    After  being  pent  up  with  58 
men  within  the  lim.its  of  a  vessel  of  250  tons-deck 
loaded  as  high  as  the  rail,  on  a  voyage  round  Cape 
Piorn  -  to  be  let  loose  on  the  beautiful  Island  of 
Selkirk  where  peaches  are  growing  spontainesouly , 
ripe,  and  delicious,  -  and  so  abundantly  that  an 
himdred  bushels  could  be  geathered  and  hardly  be 


missed,  and  -no  one  to  moleat  or  make  afraid  -  where 
there  are  wild  goata,  wild  horses  and  mules  -  I  say 
to  be  thus  liberate^  is  a  soT^rce  of  most  exquisite 
pleasure,  and  only  to  be  ai^preciater"!  by  one  who  has 
weathed  the  stormy  and  long  to  be  remembered  Gape 
Eorn. 

In  the  afternoon  Capt.  Pluramer,  D.  B.  Hinckley, 
David  Coffin  and  myself  took  a  tramp  up  the  sides 
of  the  mountains  for  what  v/e  could  see  andgeather 
some  peaches  etc.    After  having  rambled  till  we  were 
tired,  and  filled  our  bags  with  peaches  we  returned 
on  board  the  vessel  -  it  now  being  Saturday.    We  had 
now  finished  taking  in  our  supply  of  wood  and  water 
and  were  ready  to  sail.    The  wood  wag  cut  on  the 
side  of  a  steep  mountain  about  i  mile  from  the  shore 
and  was  tumbled,  slid  and  carried  by  the  men  to  the 
waters  edge,  from  whence  it  was  taken  in  a  boat  to 
the  vessel,  a  distance  of  about  one  mile.  It 
consisted  of  but  tv/o  kinds,  one  not  very  hard,  of  a 
yellow  coulor,  the  other  very  hard  and  solid  resemb- 
ling some,  our  hornbeam.    This  wood  as  will  be  i 
noticed  in  another  connection  was  pri:^ed  very  high- 
ly in  the  course  of  our  voyage  for  other  purposes 


than  to  burn.  xO  {ret  the  water  the  casks  were 
taken  on  shore  in  the  boats,  a  distance  of  about 
80  rods,  and  set  under  a  spout  near  the  shore  to 
fill  and  then  bunged  up  and  roled  into  the  water 
till  they  would  float  -  then  tov;ed  to  the  vessel 
and  hoisted  on  board. 

Sunday  ITarch  24. 
Having  been  so  busy  in  taking'  in  v/ood,  water 
and  fruit,  we  had  not  had  time  to  attend  to  the  very 
essential  matter  of  washing  our  cloths.     It  being 
Sunday  we  had  some  pious  qualms  about  breaking  the 
Sabbath,  but  it  being  decidei  to  be  one  of  those 
cases  of  necessity  which  would  .justify  the  act  we 
packed  up  our  duds  and  went  on  shore  to  wash.  V/e 
commenced  opprations  at  an  early  hour  v/ith  quite  a 
small  company,  which  kept  being  increased  by  new 
recruits  from  our  bark  and  the  Crescent  -  while 
those  who  had  washed  clean  were  leafing  the  service 
to  make  way  still  for  others  who  were  v/aiting;  like 
those  of  old  around  the  "pool  of  Siloan"  to  get  to 
the  water.    This  course  being  pursued  till  3  o'clock 
P.M.     When  the  work  of  not  leas  than  75  men  lay 
spread  out  on  the  plain  for  acres  around,  presenting 


the  most  ponderous  wash,  I  think,  that  was  ever  seen 
on  Selkirk's  Island.    While  this  battle  of  soapsuds 
was  going  on,  there  were  as  many  more  cruising  among 
the  moTintains  and  geathering  fruit.    There  were  138 
men  belonging  to  both  vessels  and  at  the  lowest 
estimation  each  man  geathered  a  bushel  mostly  peach- 
es.   At  3  o'clock  P.l!.  the  Companies  of  the  Belgrade 
and  Crescent  met  on  shore  for  divine  worship,  the 
order  of  which  was  reading  a  chapter  from  the  word, 
singing  by  the  choir,  assisted  by  instrumental  maisic, 
prayer  by  one  of  the  Crescent's  Co.  and  reading  a 

sermon  etc,  etc, 

Ho  meet  ?/ith  our  ovm  beloved  country-men  in 
a  foreign  land  and  unite  with  them  under  the  broad 
canopy  of  heaven,  God's  ovm  temple,  to  worship  Him, 
the  Creator,  Preserver  and  Father  of  us  all  -  calls 
forth  the  finer  feelings  of  our  nature  -  reminding 
us  of  the  associations  and  friends  of  our  far  dis- 
tant home. 

For  myself,  altho  I  too  often  seem  to  mani- 
fest an  unbecoming    lightness,  I  secetly  cherish  a 
profound  reverence  for  the  worship  of  God  -  His 
divine  word  -  His  works  and  ways  -  and  am  in  the 
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internal  acknowledgenient  of        dependence  on  Him 
for  every  moment  of  my  existence,  and  to  whom  I  am 
accountal:)le  for  my  motive  in  every  action. 

Llonday  I.Iarch  25, 
■  Contemplated  sailing  to-day,  biit  the  wind 
not  being  favorable  ir.  the  morning,  and  not  being 
certain  that  it  would,  in  courae  of  the  day,  become 
go  -  some  8  or  10  of  us  armed  with  rifles  started 
on  a  cruise  among  the  mountains  to  make  war  with  the 
wild  goats,  the  decendanta  of  those  that  v/ere  edu- 
cated by  'i^obinson  Crusoe  to  dance.    These  goats  v;ere 
said  to  be  very  numerous  among  the  mountains  some 
2  or  3  miles  distant.    At  landing  on  the  shore  we 
separated  into  parties  of  tv/o  each  and  took  differ- 
ent directions,  and  v/ound  our  weary  and  .toilsome 
way  up  the  steep  sides  of  the  mountains  till  we 
came  to  the  top  -  not  of  the  highest  but  so  high 
that  we  were  most  essentially  tired.    The  surface 
of  the  Island  is  very  uneaven,  being  covered  with 
high  mountains,  valies  and  ravines.    The  highest 
peaks  were  variously  estimated  from  2  to  6  thousand 
feet.    But  to  return  to  our  situation  on  the  top 

of  the  mountain.    We  found  here  the  richest  look- 
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ing  soil  that  I  ever  saw  to  which  the  vegetation 
"bore  ample  teatiniony.    There  was  a  kind  of  plant 
resembling  every  way  in  form  our  rhubarb  standing 
as  high  as  a  mans  head  ?;ith  leaves  as  broad  as  a 
small  sized  -umbrella,     I  am.  just  nov/,  v/hile  I  am 
writing,  informed  that  it  is  the  cabbage  tree.  On 
descending  on  the  opposite  side  in  to  a  valley 
we  found  the  largest  and  handsomest  growth  of  wood 
that  I  ever  saw  -  some  trees  supposed  to  be  the 
cotten  tree,  which  is  said  to  grow  here,  were  4  or 
5  feet  through,  and  judged  to  be  60  feet  high  to 
the  limbs,    The  v/hole  vegetation  both  trees  and 
plants  ".7ere  different  from  our  own  country  and 
much  more  beautiful  which  we  were  enjoying  most 
exquisitely,    iidas ,  for  us  poor  mortals ;  .  that  our 
happiness  is  of  so  short  duration  -  for  from 
another  party,  who  could  see  from  the  position 
they  occupied,  the  vessel  in  the  bay,  came  the 
unwelcome  intelligence  that  the  signal  was  hoisted 
for  sailing.    V/e  then  made  t>  e  beat  and  fastest 
of  our  way  down  the  m.ountain  to  our  boat  on  shore 
where  v/e  all  in  about  an  hour  arrived  and  made  all 

gpee^i  for  the  vessel,  which  was  now  underv;ay  and

which  we  soon  overhauled,  the  wind  being  light, 
and  olambereri  on  board,  being  both  tired  and  hungry 
-    about  2  o'clock  P.ll, 

Tuesday  I  larch  86th. 
This  morning  we  are  about  50  miles  from 
Juan,  and  it  is  still  in  sight  -  vie  sav/  it  till 
some  tirr.e  about  noon  a  distance  of  75  miles.

He 
then  remarked  to  him  that  "he  had  come  to  the  con- 
clusion, from  peculiar  feelings  he  had,  that  he 
could  not  live  much  longer  -  "I  came  to  this  con- 
clusion this  morning  -  I  feel  it  very  sensibly.  I 
feel  a  shortness  of  breath"  -  and  puting  his  hand 
to  his  breast  said  -  "There  is  no  expansion".  Asked 
the  Doct  if  he  had  any  hopes  of  him  -  Dr.  replied  - 
"I  think  you  v/ill  get  better  -  you  are  better".  B. 
then  said  "I  hope  I  am  not  afraid  to  die  -  the  Doct 
then  show  him,  the  picture  of  hia  B,  wife  and  child  - 
he  knew  it.    He  appeared  to  be  wandering  in  some  of 
his  remarks. 

In  an  hour  or  two  after  he  said  to  the  Dr. 
"I  want  you  and  your  brother  to  be  my  agents  in  this 
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company  and  I  suppose  there  ought  to  he  something 
written  -  call  your  Brother  to  v/rite  and  I  will 
dictate.    This  was  not  attended  to  for  we  believed 
him  to  he  getting  better  -  and  it  was  so.

At  5  minutes  before  '.1  o'clock  A.  M.  he 
breathed  his  last.    As  in  life,  his  disposition  was 

ao  pacific  and  unoffending  as  not  to  call  out .  or 
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contend  v/ith  the  malignant  and  rabbid  passions  of 
men,  so  in  death,  he  yielded  up  his  life  to  the  fell: 
destroyer  T/ithout  a  struggle  or  a  groan.  At  3  i 
o'clock  P.l.U  after  appropriate  ceremonies  his  cortal; 
remains  were  buried  beneath  the  blue  waters  of  the 
South  Pacific  Ocean  in  Latitude  4*^-59'  south  Longi-  ' 
tude  108° -50'  west.
